f ro pare itself for a stern ordeal. Encouraged by 
ederal impunity, treason will assume a defiant atti¬ 
tude. 

The real motives of those who conspire to overthrow 
the government are carefully concenled. The reasons 
assigned are mere pretexts—nothing more, in fact, 
than false pretences. The quiet, calm, constitutional 
election of Abraham Lincoln and Hannibal Hamlin, 
to be President and Vice-President, constitutes neither 
[justification, excuse or apology for dissolving the 
Union. With no other cause of complaint, we are 
prepared—our friends are prepared—the country is 
prepared—to abide the consequences, “ peacefully if 
thev may—forcibly if they must.” 

But with our consent, humble as it is, the South 
shall have no just cause of quarrel. None of tftitr 
constitutional rights should be abridged—none of 
their lawful interests should be injuriously affected. 
The North should discharge its whole duty to the 
South ; and then, come what may come, maintain and 
uphold the supremacy of the Constitution and laws. 

It is, probably, too true, that any plan of adjust¬ 
ment “ comes too soon for the North, and will cot 
too late for the South.”

dissenting friends, who will not question 
our devotion to freedom, however much they may 
distrust our judgment, we submit a few earnest admo¬ 
nitions : 

1. There is imminent danger of a dissolution of the 


macy oftiie Constitution and laws. The people have 
entrusted the government to our keeping, and we 
must not abuse their confidence or disappoint their 
expectations. 

It is proper, though perhaps scarcely necessary, to 
that in this solicitude for the Union we think and 
speak only for ourself. We are either better or not 
so well informed of the condition of the country and 
the bearings of this controversy as others—either in 
advance of or behind tbe intelligence of the times. 
But as we speak only for ourself, nobody else can be 
compromised or harmed. 

The public mind, as events ripen, will be better 
prepared to render its verdict. It required courage, 
therefore, to say now. what can only be comprehended 
three months hence ; bnt what, for any useful purpose, 
needed to be said promptlv. In the approaching cri- ] 
sis we shall want all the Union strength in the Repub¬ 
lic, and our purpose is, as far as may be, to draw 
out, encourage and consolidate that "strength.

tent to be" judged. 

If the Syracuse Journal had read us attentively, it 
would have seen that we objected to the existing 
Fugitive Slave law because it “legislated” private 
citizens “ into slave-catchers.” But when that jour¬ 
nal adds that the “ people of the free States are not 
be compelled to pay for runaway slaves any more 
m for runaway horses or hogs’’ it forgets that the 
owners of slaves claim protection in virtue of a pro¬ 
vision of the Constitution. Grant that it is a distaste¬ 
ful provision. It is, nevertheless, as binding as the 
more congenial provisions. Nor should we forget 
that, when adopted, New York was herself interested 
in it. Subsequently, we abolished slavery, partly in 
accordance with the spirit which seeks universal 
emancipation, and partly because it was unprofitable. 
Under a tropical sun, with a soil producing rice, 
sugar and cotton, there would, even in New York, 
have been a hard struggle between humanity and 
“ the almighty dollar.” 

“ The people of the free States are not expected to 
stand by and wink at kidnapping,” says the Syracuse 
Journal. Our difference with our friend commences 
here. With sympathies as warm as his, and while 
no power shall compel us, as a citizen, to “ catch ” a 
slave, we are forbidden to obstruct officers in the dis¬ 
charge of any duty. The present Fugitive Slave law 
is a detestable one. Its vindictive features were 
designed to insult and degrade us. But a proper and 
efficient Fugitive Slave law is a requirement of the 
| Constitution ; and we are as much bound to observe 
and obey such a law, as South Cjwjlina is to observe 
id obey any other provision of toe Constitution. 

God knows that we should rejoice to see every 
human being—all who are created in the image of 
their Maker—entitled, where their lives or their 
liberty are concerned, to a trial by jury. But under 
present form of government, with the Constitution 
our law and guide, this is impracticable. Our 
fathers found slavery so deeply seated, and sc 
intricately connected with their business, that the) 
could not form a Union without recognizing and tol 
crating it. As Christians and philanthropists, they 
looked forward to its ultimate extinction, but only by 
just measures anil peaceful influences. Inheriting 
1 their principles and imbued with their sympathies, we 
have, in our humble way, labored to the same end, 
but always in subordination to the Constitution 
laws. 

The duty which the Constitution imposes in relation 
to fugitive slaves, is a hard one, but while we dis¬ 
regard it, we have no right to complain of slave States 
for disregarding it in other respects. We have never 
refused to contribute our share towards purchasin; 
the freedom of slaves applying for aid. Nor have w< 
.ever refused charity to people of color, in distress 
without inquiring whether they were fugitives o 
free. But we loath and detest the whole race of mis 
crcants who have done more harm than thuir necks 
arc worth, in beguiling domestic slaves from families 
travelling and sojourning in free States. 

In view of what is coming, and in tbe hope of 
averting it, we would cheerfully consent to a law 
which should provide for the payment of every fugi¬ 
tive rescued from an officer by violence. ■ ■

A SLAVE-WOMAN BURNED ALIVE. 

THE VICTIM a MEMBER OF THE CHOCTAW MISSION CHURCH. 

Chicago, Nov. 23,1860. 

To the Editors of The Independent: 

Gentlemen : It is the right of the Christian public 
-- know the extraordinary transaction which is the 
subject of the following correspondence, and to inves¬ 
tigate it more fidlv. It will be seen that, the Ameri¬ 
can Board never received any intelligible hint of it, 
till the Choctaw mission had passed from their hands : 
and that the General Assembly’s Board has hitherto 
had no adequate report: 

To the Secretaries of the A. B. C. F. 31. : 

Dear Brethren : Will you permit me to make 
few inquiries respecting an occurrence at the Choctaw 


I have been recently informed, on good and direct 

authority, that while that mission remained nominally 
under the care of the American Board, viz., on the 
first Sabbath in January, 1859, a slave-woman was 
burned alive at a public meeting in the Choctaw 
nation, after having been previously tortured in the 
attempt to extract from her a confession of guilt, 
informed that she was a reputable member of a 
mission Church. If I am not mistaken, her master 
and mistress were members of the same Church. I 
am told that at the same time the dead body of a 
slave-man was also burned ; he having been put to 
the torture, and having committed suicide to escape 
the doom that awaited him. This transaction took 
ilace within ten miles of a missionary station, and it 
jas been intimated to me that Church-members were 
not clear of participation in the crime. 

It seems to me due to the cause of our Master that 
such a transaction should receive from a Christian 
tommunity that attention which its remarkable char- 
jr demands. And in order to elicit all the facts ofj| 
case, permit me respectfully to ask you the follow;

3. Have you, since the Choctaw mission ceased to 
be under tlie care of tbe American Board, received 
from any responsible party personally acquainted 
with the affairs of the mission, any intimation of the 
transaction above’referred to? If so, when? and 
what was the nature of that information ? 

You will oblige me by giving an early reply to these 
qhestions, with permission to make known tlie answer 
to the public. I have made similar inquiries of the 
Assembly’s Board and of Rev. Cyrus Byington, mis- 
’onary to tbe Choctaws.

Separated, while the North languishes, the fcoutk 
becomes, first a despotism, running riot for a season, 
with unrestrained African slavery, to share, in tome, 
the fate of every tropical nation, whether despotism, 
monarchy or republic. That fate, induced by the 
indolence, luxury, and laxity of the privileged few 
over the oppressed, degraded, and enslaved many, is 
anarchy and destruction. That fete is written in the 
history of all enslaved nations; its ancient, seared 
and crumbling, but instructive monuments, are seen 
iu Egvpt- iu Italy, in Central America, and in Mexico. 

These are the evils—and they are not imaginary— 
that we desire to avert. But, conscious of the feeble¬ 
ness of a single voice in a tempest, there is little to 
expect but to abide its peltings. The Republican 
party now represents one side of a controversy fraught 
with the safety and welfare of this government and 
nation. As an individual, we shall endeavor to do 
our duty; and, as we understand it, that duty does 
not consist in folded arms, or sealed ears, or closed 
eyes.

Gazette publishes the result 
of an interview between a wealthy planter of Missis¬ 
sippi and Abraham Lincoln. It says: 

“The planter desired to purchase an additional 
supply of negroes to pick his present crop of cotton, 
but feared to do so on account of the great deprecia¬ 
tion in their value, and the alarming excitement which 
pervaded the South. In order to ascertain, from his 
own lips, Lincoln’s policy, he visited him at his re ’ 
dence m Springfield, Illinois. 

“ Mr. Lincoln informed him that he was opposed 
any interference with slavery in the States, or with 
the inter-State slave trade ; that he was opposed 
abolishing or interfering with slavery in the District 
of Columbia; and that be was only opposed t 
extension in the Territories, but added, “ that 
only an opinion of his.” He was then asked wliat 
would be done in the event that South Carolina 
seceded from the Union? He replied that he would 
let her go, if Congress did not pass a ‘ Force Bill.’ 

“ He stated that if no one would accept office 
that State, of course they could receive no bene 
from the government, and the whole expense for 
distribution of the mails would devolve on her o 
citizens. He concluded by advising the Misaissippian 
to purchase as many negroes as he needed, and 
expressed the opinion that in twelve months slave 
property would be worth more than it ever had been.

But if it should be framed 
in the proper spirit and with due regard to the exi¬ 
gencies of the case, it cannot fed to pave the way for 
action on the part of the Northern fctates, winch may 
nive the Union men of the South a better basis for 
their efforts to preserve the Union than they have «t 

Pr There are two objects to be accomplished 
amendments of the Fugitive Slave law—one, the more 
effective operation of that law in securing the return 
of fugitives ; the other, the removal of those features 
of it which have put freemen at the North m jeopardy, 
and have thus led to the enactment of the obnoxious 
Personal Liberty bills. Fortunately these measures 
depend upon ea7h other. Whatever secures the lat¬ 
ter, secures the former also. Mr. Douglas knows 
enough of Northern sentiment to understand the neces¬ 
sity of removing all just ground of complaint, in 
order to secure the execution of the law. there is, 
unquestionably, a very strong feeling against the 
surrender of any fugitive slave; but tins sentiment 
will yield to tbe conviction of tbe absolute and im- 
perative constitutional duty of surrender, it that con- 
viction is only allowed fair play? by being left j 
untrammelled and unhampered by valid objections 
t to the law.

THE TERROR OF THE SOUTH. 

EXTRACT OF A PRIVATE LETTER FROM A LADY IN SOUTH 
CAROLINA RECEIVED IN THIS CITY. 

From Tbo New York Times. 

K-, S. C.. Saturday, Dec. 1, I860. 

My Deae Uncle : It is with different feelings that I 
at myself to pen these lines to you, from those which 
actuated me when I wrote yon last. Then all looked 
bright and eheerilv in the future—now how gloomy 
and portentous; still I fervently “ pray God that this 
cup may pass away from us.” " The country here is 
all aglow with the fires of revolution, and such is the 
intensity of excitement that we can scarcely find time 
or inclination to talk or think of anything else than 
the political topics of the day, and" the moral and 
social consequences directly pertaining to secession. 

I fear that secession and revolution are, with our 
people, foregone conclusions: that we have gone so 
far. retraction and recession are impossible, and that 
I cit'd war, with all its consequent horrors, is already 
1 upon us. 1 shudder for the wives and mothers,

the immediate future of the State. You need not be 
surprised at any time to see me and the children in 
your midst, for no argument could induce me to 
remain here an hour longer than I should be com¬ 
pelled to, if the worst should come to the woist. 

Yon may imagine, dear uncle, our situation, but 
yon can never realize-it in its fulness. Already we 
tremble in our own homes in anticipation and expec¬ 
tancy of what is liable to burst forth at any moment. 
a negro insurrection. Could you see the care and 
precaution displayed here by tbe proprietors of the 
negroes, not only planters, but others, you would not 
for a moment envy ns onr possessions. Not a 
night passes that wc do not securely lock our field 
servants in their quarters; but our most loved and 
valued house servants, whom in ordinary times we 
would trust to any extent, are watched and guarded 
against with all thescrutiny and care that wc possess, 
(for planters and owners of slave property do not 
ftll«w their servants to have any intercourse with each 
idler, and tlie negroes arc confined strictly to the 
Semises where they belong. We are all obliged to 
increase our force of overseers to prevent too free 
intercourse even among onr own servants. The 
negroes feel and notice these new restraints, and 
naturally ask “ Why is this ? ” But it is unnecessary 
for them to ask the question, for they all comprehend 
the cause as well as we who own them. They have 
already learned enough to give them an idea of what 
is going on in the State and nation, and this know¬ 
ledge they have not gained from Abolitionists, as some 
suppose, but from the conversation of their owners 
indirectly helrl in their presence. They have already 
heard of Lincoln’s election, nnd have heard also that 
i is for giving them tlicir liberty, and you may 
tagine the result. 

You have heard that our servants all love their 
masters, and their masters’ families, and would lay 
down their lives for them—that the colored race in 
the South prefers slavery to freedom — that they 
would not be free if they could, etc., etc. That is but 
tbe poetry of the case, the reality consists in sleeping 
upon our arms at night—in doubly bolting and bar¬ 
ring our doors—in establishing and maintaining an 
efficient patrol force—in buying watch-dogs, and in 
taking turns in watching our sleeping children, to 
guard them and ourselves from the vengeance of 
these same “ loving servants,” a vengeance which, 
though now smouldering, is liable to burst out at 
any moment, to overwhelm the State in spite of the 
Palmetto flags or State precautions. 

You at the North are not the only ones who arc 
suffering financially by this new panic. The planters 
among us are really suffering from the depreciation

My answer to your first inquiry is that we received 
no information respecting tlie burning of slaves 
Choctaw nation while the Choctaw mission was con¬ 
nected with the Board. I will add, moreover, that 
none of us had any suspicion that such a tragedy as 
you describe could possibly occur. 

My answer to your second inquiry you will have 
anticipated. The statement in the Annual Report for 
1859, to which you have alluded, had vo 
whatever to any facts of this description. 

My answer to the third inquiry is that in August, 
I860", I received a letter from Mr. Chamberlain, late 
of the Choctaw mission, in which he intimated that he 
might at some future time make a statement “ in con¬ 
nection with the burning of slaves on tlie first Sabbath 
in January, 1859.” This was the first intimation 
which I received from any one “ personally acquainted 
with the affairs of that mission,” that such an event 
had occurred. 

I ought to say, however, that I had received letters 
from Mr. Chamberlain, (the earliest dated Dec. 7, 
1859), which were unintelligible to me at the time, 
but which, as 1 now suppose, referred to this transac¬ 
tion. From a still earlier letter (written May 2,1859, 
after the Committee had decided to discontinue the 
mission, but before the formal resolution was passed), 
I inferred that Mr. C. felt somewhat embarrassed in 
liis position; but I bad no suspicion that his embar- 
ient grew out of any such matter.

Sylvester Gordon and Franklin 
Bostick, who were also indicted as participants in the 
crime, absconded, forfeiting their recognizances.

Dese yer retue wajs ladies nave. f or {.enerations up aud down." ld*% _ The extravagant notions of their own prowess 


Chinese Views of Death.—T here is nothing in the 
Chinese character more striking than the apathy with 
which they undergo afflictions, or the resignation with 
which they bear them. There is so much elasticity 
in their disposition that the most opposite changes in 
their condition produce hut little effect. A cooly can 
admirably ape the dignity of the mandarin when pro¬ 
moted, and a disgraced official or ruined merchant 
who formerly had lived in luxury appears little to 
regret the change he has undergone. There is no 
fear of death amongst them, though they have a char¬ 
acter for cowardice. It is true they have the relics of 
the dead constantly before their eyes. The country is 
covered with graves, and in many places about 
Shanghai the coffins are openly exposed in the fields. 
They are even kept in the houses till a propitious day 
arrives for the burial, months passing by sometimes 
before the body is removed. When the coffin is 
decayed, the bones are carefully gathered; and in a 
country walk one very often comes upon jarr contain¬ 
ing “ potted ancestors.” Money is saved for the pur¬ 
chase of a coffin, and it is put by till ready for use. 
The first time I saw this was in a’ little cottage near 
Shanghai. There was an old cobwebbed coffin in 
the corner. I asked a young lad why it was there. 
He quietly pointed with his thumb over his shoulder 
to his grandmother, standing close by, and said it was 
for her! She was very old, and was nearly wearing 
out the coffin before she was put into it. 

At funerals females are hired to do the “ inconsol¬ 
able grief” parts of the performance. It seems very 
ridiculous that such a custom should be kept up when 
it is known by everybody that the mourners howl for 
hire. They certainly work hard for their money, and 
their piteous moans would be heart-rending if they 
were real .—Twelve Years in China, by a British 
Resident. _

When the railway 
was being carried past WMtbeek, the first use of the 
water produced the usual marked effects on the 
throats both of the men and horses employed on the 
works. The soreness of the mouth from which they 
at first suffered, soon however disappeared, and in 
the horses gave rise to that sleekness of coat assigned 
as one of the effects produced by the administration 
of minute but repeated doses of arsenic. It is a 
question how far the rosy looks of the Whitbeck 
children, and the old age which a large proportion of 
the inhabitants ot the village attain, are to be 
attributed to the arsenic present in the water.— West¬ 
moreland Gazette.
